On  the  re-organization  of  the  Service,  the  Uire«t(»rsh»p  was 
>,'iven  to  ColoiK'l  J.  M.  .\lmond,  C.M.d.,  and  Lieut.-Colouel  Work- 
man was  recalled  to  Kntjiand  March  7th,  U)i7,  as  .As.srstant 
Director  (R.C.)  and  Head  of  the  Catholic  Chaplains  of  the  Overseas 
Military  Forces  of  Canada,  beinj;  replaced  in  France  by  Lieut.- 
tjolonei  F.   French  as  D.A.D.C.S. 

As  no  adequate  records  hao  .icen  kept  previim.s  to  the  month 
01  March,  1917,  and  no  systematic  reports  whatever  of  the  work 
done  by  the  Chaplains  called  for,  this  first  annual  report  will  cover 
generally  only  the  work  a<complished  since  March,   1917. 

ORGANIZATION.

\\<-i.  ih<' organization  has  been  ineorjiorated,  and  has  re<eiv<-(l 
niilitar\  recognition.  Ihe  Oversea."*  Seiretary- Ireasure*-  luis  an 
otln  e  :it  the  Canadian  Headquarters  Building.  London  (Oxlord

Others  are  to  be  erected  without  delay.  .\  large  anunint  of 
religious  supplies  have  been  issued  to  Chaplains  and  soldiers. 
(  oinforts  and  recreation  are  being  provided  for  the  men.  Ihe 
work  is  now  well  under  way?  and  is  a  very  imjKirtant  and  necessary 
<itu-.  In  Mramshott  Camp  the  splendid  church  has  been  entirely 
jiaid  for  from  the  C..\.H.  Fund.  Major  J.  Knox  (Vancouver)  has, 
b\  his  exceptional  qualilications  and  tlevotion  to  duty,  made  thi.s- 
camp  a  model  one  as  far  as  Catholic  life  is  concerned,  and  has 
|)ro\cd  that,  given  the  right  priest  and  the  |)roper  facilities,  the 
normal  lile  i>f  a  tlatholic  parish  can  be  maintained  even  in  a  military 
camp. 


NEEDS. 

In  sjjite  of  the  energetic  and  successful  work  that  is  In-ing 
(lone  by  the  Chaplains,  our  present  need  of  more  priests  is  great. 
\\  hilst  large  i^umbers  of  men  are  };ri>ul>i'd  in  Kngland,  lewer 
(.  haplains  can  minister  to  their  needs  than  when  later  they  are 
lormed  into  separate  units  and  sent  abroad  and  scattered  over 
large  areas.  .\s  units  go  abroad  the  Chaplain  must  go  with  them, 
and   it  is  a  constant   strain  to  find   the   necessary  Chaplains   and
